Signs of Terrific Battle on 
Mystery Schooner. 


New York, April 15.—[Special.]— 
Without a soul on board, with all sails 
set and her anchor dragging, 4 fine 
two masted schooner, the name of 
which is still’ in doubt, was boarded 
early today two miles southeast of 
Whistling buoy, off Point Outlet, at 
the entrance of Great South Bay, by 


Capt.’ M. J. Ryan of the United States) 


coast guard cutter Manhattan. 

Strewn about the deck and in the 
cabin were ‘evidences of a_ terrific 
struggle. Other clews found on the 
abandoned vessel indicated that the 
entire crew were slain or kidnaped in 
a battle with one of the numerous rum 
pirate ships which prowl the Atlantic 
sea board. 

Scattered about the deck were scores 
of empty cartridge shells, and on the 
table in the captain’s cabin was found 
a box containing about 1,000 cartridges 
and indications that some persons had 
helped themselves hurriedly to them. 
There also was a gun rack in the mas- 
ter’s quarters, and it showed signs of 
having ,been emptied hurriedly. No 
weapons were found on board. 

Probably Ten in Crew. — 

In the crew’s quarters in the fore- 
castle were found clothes which ap 
pear to indicate that ‘the schooner’s 
complement of men was between ten 
and fifteen, all of whom, including the 
master. have disappeared without 
leaving a trace. 

Indications were plentiful that the 
boat bad been engaged in the rum 
running industry between Nova Sco- 
tia, Nassau, and Cuba and New York 
and the New Jersey coast, but no 


‘Mquor was found on board. 


On the deck was found lashed an 
exceptionally seaworthy motor boat, 
well equipped, upon the stern of which 
was painted the name “Maid of Can- 
ada, La Havre, Nova Scotia.” 

Confusion in the Name 

On the stern of the dbhaids was, 
the original name, Edlih Helen Bush, 
with no port of hall discernible. Over 
this was painted “Patricia Behan,” 
part of which seemed purposely to 
have been obliterated. Lioyd’s register 
fails to lst this name.

The outstanding accomplishment of 
Premier Mussolini, who is also foreign 
minister and minister of the interior, 
has been the reéstablishment of per- 
fect order and discipline throughout 
the country. Italy has never been sO 
law abiding as it if today. 


Red Flags: Disappear. 

Red flags were flying from hundreds 
of big factories in northern Italy 
when the Fascist movement was “born 
two years ago. Every day the work- 
ers were seizing more factories. and 


trying to operate thém, the govern-)|" 


ment standing by supinely. Milan and 
other important cities found them-/— 
selves in the hands' of communist gov- 
ernments, Which ransacked them. 
Former officers, factory owners, and 
professional men were openly attacked. 
Street warfare raged almest . 

between communist and nationalist 
groups. The richest part of Italy was 
slipping into complete anarchy. 

The ‘moment King Emmanuel asked 
Mussolini to take over the power the 
situation changed magically, though 
the Fascisti had already done much to 
restore order. The new premier, who 
was almost a dictator, not only had 
half a million Fascisti to carry out his 
orders, but the Italian army, the na- 
tional police force, and the active 
support of the upper and ‘middle 
classes. — 

A few street fights broke out in 
various cities, but when. the, govern- 
ment ordered’ all police kept in bar- 
racks on afms all day Sunday order 
was soon restored. Labor troubles 
ceased’ and in six months there has 
not been a strike of any consequence 


in Ital@. . 
Nation Gains Morale.

future is without parallel in the mod- 
ern history of Italy. 

The second great accomplishment of 
Premier Mussolini, or perhaps the most 
important, was the ratification of al 
the Washington tredties and those with 
Jugo-Slavia in an open, business-Jike 
way. The former government had 
haggled over the treaties for months 
without daring to accept them, though 
it had negotiated them.’ 

Mussolini had bitterly opposed the 
treaties with Jugo-Slavia concerning 
the disposition of the Dalmation cdast. 
including: Fiume, when they ‘were 
negotiated. It is his policy to ,Jhonor 
all of Italy’s commitments, hoWever, 
and in a’ few months he will send a 
commission to Waghington to discuss 
the funding of the Italian war debt. 

A third accomplishment of the ‘gov- 
ernment is the reduction of. the-estt- 
mated deficit of 5,000,000,000 lire ‘this 

year to 3,500,000,000 or less by econo- 
mies in all the, government services. 

A fourth is the decision to lease the 
railways, telephone and telegraph serv- 
ices, which have “been a failure under 
state ownership, and to discharge -all 
the superfiuous employés to attract 
private capital. ‘ 

Premier Mussolini has also abolished 
two ministries, innumerable bureaus 
in. mary ‘districts, many superfluous 
courts, has begun to simplify taxation 
and to break down trade barriers.

cial.}——Unless President Harding dis- 
regards the advice of naval authorities, 
work of elevating the guns of the bat- 
tleships will start as originally sched- 
uled on the return of the fleet from 


the southern drill grounds early next 
mon 

The udanimous opinion of the de- 
partment, voiced by officers of all 
ranks, after an investigation of the 
iasue raised by Secfetary of ‘State 
Hughes’ “apology” fer the misstatt- 
ment regarding the British changes, 
holds. that nothing has happened to 
change the status of the navy’s recom- 
mendations. . 

The department takes the ietein’ 
that nothing in the spirit or letter of 
the treaty forbids elevating the guns 
and that it is imperative that this be 
done if the treaty status of equality be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain is to be established.

Nord-Sud Builds Own.: 

An agreement was made at the same 
time with the Nord-Sud (Nofth-South) | 
subway, which, unlike the Metropoll- 
tan, had built its own line of ten miles. 
It is capitalized at 75 ,000,000 francs.

Its profit for 1921 was 4,217,750

The Societe des Transports en Com- 
mun de ta Region Parisienne, capital- 
ized at 60,000,000 francs, a private com- 
pany exploiting all th® traction and} 
autobus lines for the department of 
the Seine, received’a revenue of ‘7,880; 
864 francs. Its contract calls for 6 
per cent interest on ‘its capital stock, 
a bonus for management, and a bonus 
for economies effected. 


The deficit to the department was 
20,000,000 francs, compared with 80,- 
000,000 francs in 1920, when the lines 
were managed separately. . However, 
tariffs were raised in'1921.

Bring in Prod uce. - 


One feature of the ‘Paris transpor- 
tation system.is the custom of bring- 
ing much of the produce into the city 
ih small freight trains which run over) 
the street car tracks. These food, 
trains operate between 2 a. m. and 5 
a. m., and run direct to the city mar- 
kets in the heart of Paris. This sys- 
tem is much more economical - and 
more speedy than bringing produce 
to town in cart8. Coal burning loco- 
motives are used, but there is no com- 
plaint against them. 

Another feature .is the ticket entry 
system. Afevery street car and auto- 
bus stop, two or three blocks: apart, | 
there is a block of consecutively num- | 
bered tickets on a. convenient post. 
The passenger with No, 1 ticket is ad-| 
mitted into the car first, then No. 2, | 
No. 3, and so.on. With this system | 
there is no pushing or quarreling over ! 
who is to be the first to enter. The | 
tickets are replaced at least once a. 
day. 

The Paris subways are famous, be- | 
cause only a blind man could get lost | 
in them, though there are tmnumer- | 
able transfer points. Every entrance! 
and every direction are clearly marked ! 
by large signs, and every car contains | 
a map showing.its route and the prin- 
cipal streets. it. serves. 


There is. no central suburban sta- 
tion, as in Indianapo'is, the suburban 
cars leaving from a score of different , 
points to avoid congestion at any par- 
ticular point.

Consider for a moment what this means. France 
in repeated conferences with her former allies has 
bitterly opposed concessions suggested by then as 
to reparations. Finally, at the risk of a renewal of 
war or of the complete social and economic col- 
lapse of Germany and with full knowledge of the 
disapproval of Great Britain, and, if we are to ac- 
cept Mr. George's assertion, of Belgium and Italy, 
has occupied the Ruhr. If this resort means any- 
thing, it means that France is in deadly earnest, 
believing her vital interests involved in the press- 
ing of her views on reparations. Suppose, then, 
that as Mr. George declares, we, being in the 
league, had compelled her to surrender her posi- 
tion and her freedom of action.

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NEARSIGHTEDNESS. 

F the men who studied the andtomy 
of the eye had been of inventive 
turn of mind, the camera would have 
been produced long before it was. If 

the men who invented the camera had 
known the makeup and the workings of 
the eye they might have perfected the 
invention in short ofder. 

There is no part of the modern camera 
that is not copied as to its principle and 
as to essentials of its structure from the 
human eye. The shutter system we call 
the lids; the lens goes by the same hame 
in the two instriments; the aperture 
through which the ray of light goes is 
called the pupil. In each instrument 
there is apparatus for changing the size 
of this aperture. In the eye it is called 
the iris. In each tWere is a curtain to 
make a dark chamber. In the eye this 
is called the choroid. Elach has a sensi- 
tive film. In the eye this is called the 
retina. In each there is a camera box. 
In the eye it is called the eyeball, Bach 
has a focusing arrangement which 
Jengthens or shortens the box.

The scientific name for nearsightedness 
is myopia. Myopia may be inherited 
or acquired, or it may be inherited and 
then made worse by use. From the me- 
chanical standpoint myopia may. be due 
to either too great length (or depth) of 
the eyeball, or to a cornea or front win- 
dow that is too bulging or to a lens 
which bends the light too sharply. In 
an eye in which vision is entirely ‘nor- 


of the light ray by the lens, and the 
length from before. backward of the 
eyeball are just as they should be to 
throw the image on the’ retina in exact 
focus without eyestrain. In myopia 
this image is in focus a short distance 
in front of the retina, and to compensate 
the muscles of accommodation must pull 
the retina to the front. by shortening the 
eyeball. This overstraining on the eye- 
ball to keep it shortened so that good 
vision without glasses is had is hard on 
the muscles, causes. éyestrain, and pro- 
duces fatigue and headache. 

Furthermore, that kind ‘of muscle strain 
tends to make the eyeball grow longer 
year by year. That means it tends to 
make the nearsightedness grow worse 
year by year.
